In the East Meadow road occupied by 
Louis B. Mercier for. the manufacture 
of potato-chips,, was destroyed by fire 
early this morning;. Inasmuch as the 
Interior of the building was spattered 
•with considerable grease the building 
and Us contents proved easy prey for 
the 
flames.

When the. department arrived on the 


scene the whole building was ablaze 
and when'the firemen finally succeeded 
in 'extinguishing the 'fire 
there' was 


nothing standing but the frame work 
of the building. 
:~SVhile alighting .from the .combina- 


tion wagon, of the Pawtucketville com- 
pany Cap't. B. .TV. Bartlett, of that com- 
pany, stepped on a stone 
and : was 


thrown to the ground and suffered an 
injury to his right hand 
and 
minor 


bruises about the face and body. 
. The fiUildiiig; which \yas burned was 
about 30 by 14 feet, one and one-half 
stories high, and was erected and used 
as a, place where Mr. Mercier cooked 
and prepared his potato chips. 
He arose very early this 
morning 


nnd was at work at three o'clock. Ac- 
cording to Chief Hosmer o£ the 
fire 


department. Mr. Mercier said that there 
was a brick which had dropped out of 


the chimney in the'.rear of the range 
and about 3.30 o'clock"' this morning 
when he was cooking a batch of chips 
a spark came out of the aperture where 
the brick was missing and set fire to 
the. kettle pi fat.

His .attempt, to extinguish the blaze 


was fruitless and ia the course of a 
few minutes the interior of the building 
'was ablaze.

:. An alarm/from box.73 .was.pulled in 
and despite the fact that the building 
is in a rather out-of-the-way place the 
firemen were soon on the scene. It was 
seen at the glance it would be almost 
impossible to save the. building, and 
while several streams were .being play- 
ed on the burning building: the firemen 
paid particular attention to. .protecting 
the buildings in the vicinity^ 


It was while the combination wagon 


was ru'nning out its hose to a hydrant 
that Capt. Bartlett stepped off the rear 
of the wagon and stepping on a stone 
was thrown to the ground. At first it 
was thought he.was badly injured, but 
so far as could be learned, lie suffered 
no broken bones.

The committee has been instructed to 
investigate the matter and report back 
to the committee. Recently the board 
was addressed hy an expert on such 
matters, whose contention that curved 
and crooked streets have their, econ- 
omic value and with this new infor- 
mation as a nucleus the board has de- 
cided to tackel the rather large prob- 
lem. The board is satisfied that the

window. 


When' it was possible to bring'a light 
into, the room. Curran was found lying 
on the bed. unclothed and in a stupor. 
It Is supposed that he nad lain ther4 
breathing the stifling air of the.room" 
from the time he had retired. 


The ambulance was called and the 


man was rushed to St. John's hospi- 
tal, where he was revived to the ex*- 
tent that he could tell his name and 
his story of the affair.

so-called feminine lines of business. 


There are many abandoned farms in different parts of the country 


that can easily be made productive by skilful management in cultivation. 
If the men abandon the farms and betake them to the manufacturing cities 
it is well that' women will have courage enough to fill the broach and under- 
take the management of the deserted farms. 
There are many such farms 


in New England that might be taken up with advantage, and it is to be 
hoped that the enterprise of the two Wellesley graduates will show some of 
the men how large profits may be derived from farms that have hitherto 
been considered unworthy of cultivation. 


THE 
MILK 
TRUST. 


The crisis in the milk business in Boston*, is becoming acute. 
The 


milk producers are up in arms against the proposition of the milk trust to 
lower their price by tbe first of May. 
The farmers promise to withhold the 


milk ou May 1, as a protest aguiust (lie change. That will probably prove 
as expensive to the farmers ns to the trust us milk, if kept but a short time 


as the farmers keep it, will spoil. 


Here in Lowell tho price is likely to go up from another cause, to wit, 


that of tbe extra expense entailed by selling it in sealed bottles under the 


now regulations provided by the board of health. 


There is a danger far greater than the increase on the price of milk 


.and it is, that many of the poorest families of the city may be forced to use 
condensed,milk because tho milk is sold 'only in sealed bottles larger than 
they need on account of having no ice. Thus the strict regulations might 
prove detrimental rather than otherwise.

HALL 
MATTER. 


The movement for a public hall is apparently at a standstill and is 


likely so to remain indefinitely unless soino notion is taken by 
tho 
eity 


council to set iho machinery in motion. Wo have also been talking public 
baths, and the board of trade went on record in favor of having a system 
of public baths in the hall building .which everybody supposed would 


be built. 


The hall commission recommended u site which the city council did not 


see fit to accept. A committee was appointed by tho city council to confer 
with the public hall commission, but so far as we know no such conference 


has been held. 


Why not arrange such n conference and see what can be donu? 
If it 


appears that nothing practical cun bo accomplished through the commission 
then rescind the ordinance creating the commission and have the work done 
by the building department under direction of the city council. 


It is a disgrace to tho city to bo haggling for four or five years over 


the building of a public hall that could be easily completed in n single year 
by a few men or by one man of business capacity with the cooperation of 


the city council. 


The citizens of Lowell are getting sick of this prolonged talk about a 


public hall, public baths and other public 
conveniences 
that 
do 
not 


materialize. 
Something more than talk is required to accomplish these 


things. Let practical steps be taken to secure the end in view or else clean 
the slate and let it bo understood that for tho present we are not to have 
a public hall or public baths. 
The people are tired of delay. 
They want 


results. 


Mayor Meehan has done all in his power to get things moving on the 


public hall matter but vdtli little success.

Youth Convicted of Murder in 


Fi 


YORK, April 23.—Albert \Vol- 


ter. the youth of 19 years, who 
was 


"crazy" about women, must die in the 
electric chair for the. murder -of Ruth 
Wheeler, a pretty 15-year-old stenog- 
rapher. 
After only one hour and fifty 


minutes of deliberation, a jury in the 
court of special sessions found him 
guilty of murder in the first degree at 
10.30 
o'clock last night, i bringing to a 


close a trial marked by swiftness and 
testimony of horror. 


The boy's counsel said 
with elo- 


quence yesterday afternoon that Wol- 
ter was too tender-hearted to harm a 
cat, but 12 men decided last night that 
he choked Ruth Wheeler' and 
thrust 


her while alive in his fireplace, where 
she burned to death. "Wolter evinced 
no emotion when the verdict was an- 
nounced. With almost inhuman com- 
placency he was asleep in his cell— 
and sleeping soundly—while the 
jury 


deliberated on his fate. This was made 
known by a court attendant who said 
that he had to rouse the prisoner to 
bring him into court. Ho will be sen- 
tenced .on Wednesday. 


Immediately after the announcement 


of the verdict, Wallace Scott, counsel 
for Wolter, made a formal motion that 
the verdict be set aside, taut Judge 
Warren overruled him and Scott hur- 
riedly left court after having obtained 
a stay of sentence until Wednesday. 


The jurymen 
themselvos 
showed 


emotion, while the boy who must die-, 
showed none. As tho jurors filed in, 
the prisoner was led into the room 
and took his seat facing the judge. His 
face was the color of putty but 
his 


complexion is naturally • unwholesome, 
and Its ashlness was accentuated 
by 


Lhe brilliant lights of the court room.* 


When asked if they had found a ver- 


dict, William V. Kuip, foreman of the 
jury, answered in a shaking voice, "Wo 
lave." lie then announced he and his 
ispoelates had found Wolter guilty of 
murder In the first degree-

the brick was missing and set fire to 
the kettle of fat. 


His attempt to extinguish the blaze 


was fruitless and in t&e_course of a 
few minutes the interior of the building

An alarm.from box 73 was pulled in 


and despite the. fact that the building 
is in a rather out-of-the-way place the 
firemen were soon on the scene.

paid particular attention to protecting 
the buildings In the vicinity. 


It was while the combination wagon 


was running out its hose to a hydrant 
that Capt. Bartlett stepped off the rear 
of the wagon and stepping on a stone 
was thrown to the ground. At first it 
was thought he was badly injured, but 
so far as could be learned, he suffered 
no broken bones.

-will take up the business of farming. That is a new calling for a female 
college graduate, although an educated woman can probably mnke more 
.money at farming as prices go.now-a-days than she could at many of the 
so-called feminine lines of business. 


There are many abandoned farms in different parts of the countr, 


.that can easily, be made productive by skilful management in cultivation 
If the men abandon the farms and betake them to the manufacturing cities 
it is well that women will have courage enough to fill'the breach and under- 
take the management of the deserted farms. 
There are many such farms 


ia New England that might be taken up with advantage, and it is to be 
hoped that the enterprise of the two Wellesley graduates will show some of 
the men how large profits may be derived from farms thnt have hitherti 
been considered unworthy of cultivation. 


THE 
MILK 
TRUST. 


The crisis in the milk business in Boston is becoming acute. 
Thp 


milk producers are up in arms against Ihe proposition of the milk trust to 
lower their price by the first of May. 
The farmers promise to withhold the 


milk on May 1, as a protest against the chauge. That will probably prove 
as expensive to the farmers as to the trust as inilfc, if kept but a short time 
ns the farmers keep it, will spoil. 


Here in Lowell the price is likely to go up from another cause, In wit, 


that of the extra expense entailed by selling it in sealed bottles under the 
new regulations provided by the board of health. 


There is a danger far greater than the increase on the price of milk 


and it is, that many of the poorest families of the city may be forced to use 
condensed milk because the milk is sold only in sealed bottles larger than 
they need on account of having.no ice. Thus the strict regulations might 
prove detrimental rather than 'otherwise. 


THE PUBLIC HALL MATTER. 


The movement for a public hall is apparently at a standstill and is 


likely so to remain indefinitely unless some action is taken by 
the 
city 


council to set the machinery in motion. We hnve nlso been talking public 
baths, and the board of trade went oil record in'.favor of having a system 
of public baths in the hall building which everybody supposed 
would 


be built. 


The hall commission recommended a site which tho city council did not 


see fit to aceept. A committee was appointed by tho city council to confer 
with the public hall commission, but so far ns we know no such conference 
has been held. 


Why not arrange such a conference and see what can be done? 
If it 


appears that nothing practical can be accomplished through the commission 
then rescind the ordinance creating tho commission and have the work done 
by the building department under direction of the city council. 


It is a disgrace to the city to be haggling for four or five years over 


the building of n public hall that oould be easily completed in a single year 
by a few men or by one man of business capacity with the cooperation of 


the city council. • 


The citizens of Lowell are getting sick o£ this prolonged talk about a 


public hall, public baths and other public 
conveniences 
that 
do 
not 


materialize. 
Something more than talk is required to accomplish these 


things. Let practical stops be taken to secure the end in view or else clean 
the slate and let it be understood that for the present we are not to have 
a public hall or pubh'c baths. The people are tired of delay. They want 
results. 


Mayor Meehan has done all in his power to get things moving on the 


public hall matter hut with little success.. 


TO 
PREVENT 
CAR 
ACCIDENTS. 


The Boston mid Northern Street Railway company 
has 
adopted 
a 


method of instructing the men on the very important matter of avoiding 
accidents. 


It is plain that in the ordinary course of business some men will be 


dropped and others must be put on to take their places. No new man can 
become nn expert in the business in less limn two or three years, while some 


would require a life-time, 


It is evident, therefore, that in every railway force 
there are men 


of comparative inexperience. Some men are so constituted that with ever 
so much experience they will make expensive blunders. These two classes 
of men nre responsible for most of the accidents for which the company 
has to answer in court and sometimes to pay heavy damages. 
The money 


spent for inslrmMing tho men on how to avoid accidents is wisely spent 
and will save the company many heavy verdicts. There is not a passenger 
accustomed to riding on street cars who does not notice from time to time 
ninny errors by car crews thnt might result in accident often when they 
don't. Eternal vigilance is almost as necessary in running a street oar ns in 
running a. newspaper. It will do good to keep tho subject of accidents con- 
tinually before the minds of the conductors and motormcm so thnt tlioy 
mny never forget Ihoir responsibility and exercise good judgment in every 
emergency. Th" simple mutter of giving the boll n yank without seeing that 
nobody is getting on »r off may prove very expensive. The conductor muat 
remember that it will not do for him to tnko chancen. Ho must in all cases 
b« positively sure, rind \vhr-n in doubt lie must lake stops to remove nil 
doubt if he wants to avoid accidents, 


The nnti-nccident movement will benefit tho public by affording greater 


protection, und it will relievo the company from tho heavy 
claims that 


•ttiehe* lu accidents oven of a trivial character.

and the stronger you will bo in every 
conceivable way. Variety In food is in 
nearly all cases baneful." 


KEEPING BREAD BOARD CLEAN. 


The Ideal meat and bread hoard is a 


marble slab, but when wood must be 
used care should be taken to keep it 
In a sanitary condition. It should be 
scrubbed with hot water each time aft- 
er using and once a day should be rub- 
bed off with the surface of a cut lem- 
on, then rinsed thoroughly in cold wa- 
ter. This keeps the surface white and 
removes grease. 


ON'T wash your face too often" is 


one. beauty's good advice. 


'Don't wash it at all" is another's 


counsel. 


'Dnn't bc.a goose," says a third, "but 


use a little common sense and wash 
your face twice a day—iiight and morn- 
ing."

Don't \yash it oftener. If cleansing is 


necessary during ;the day use a little 
cold cream^ 
Washing the face too 


frequently removes the natural oil and 
gives the skin a withered appearance. 


Don't use hard water if you value 


your complexion. The excess of lime 
In hard water neutralizes the oil in the 
pores of thf skin, hardening the.cutlcie. 


Don't be afraid of. soap. It is not the 


enemy of the complexion that many 
people consider it. It is infinitely bet- 
ter for the skin than the dirt that col- 
lects in the pores of the skin during 
the day to remain on all night. 


Don't forget, however, to rinse the 


face with clear water after using soap, 
because you don't want any left on the 
face to clog the pores. Once a day Is 
quite enough to uso soap. 


Don't use a sponge. It no longer fills 


a long felt want on the toilet table, be 
cause it is apt to become filled with 
germs poisonous to the skin.. Use a bit 
of antiseptic cloth or the hands. 


Don't be afraid 
of a complexion 


brush. Used gently in connection with 
a toilet cream, it has' wonderful effect 
In removing the blotchy appearance of 
the skin. 


Don't bathe the face with clear alco- 


hol. It is too drying to the skin. A 
'little rose scented alcohol may be used 
occasionally to advantage, particularly 
if the skin is oily. 


Don't use water on tho face if it Is 


sunburned. Dip a soft cloth in sweet 
cream and lay it over the nose and 
cheek. The relief is almost Instantane- 
ous. 


Don't wash the face in cold water If 


you have been weeping. It only makes 
a bad matter worse. 
Instead, bathe 


with rosewater and then put a soft 
cloth saturated with rosewater over 
the eyes. 


Don't go to bed without grooming the 


face or you will wake up in the morn- 
ing with the skin dry and hard. In the 
morning it is too late to do the work 
which should have been done the night 
before.

If they're worth 
It they'll win through by theirsels." An- 
other theory which has many expo- 
nents is that Judicious punishment is 
a sharpener of wits .and a cure for 
a lack of comprehension sweeplngly 
termed "obstinacy." 


But a child Is such an enigma to the 


grownup person that harshness Is al- 
ways a mistake, for the adult can only

The hopelessness of 
keeping up with the clever children ap- 
palls the one of duller wit, and after a 
brief attempt 'to keep up with them the 
stupid, child gives up the struggle and 
settles' down to dull resignation.

If she Is 
helped along the road she likes most 
probably some day she will prove tho 
domestic angel of a poor roan's home. 


Every little life Is of value, and when 


a child cannot hold Its own among Its 
fellows It should be gtven Individual 
attention and Swtructlon suited to Its 
capabilities. Watch for the flrat gleam 
of Interest In anything, however triv- 
ial, and fan and feed the spark with 
care and tenderness. 


It may seem a weary, thankless task 


to the teacher to go over a^d over the

SPEAKER CANNON 


FINPS.LETTER WRITTEN TO HIM 


BY MARK-TWAIN 


WASHINGTON, April 23-^The death 


of Mark Twain has recalled his lettei 
.0 Speaker Cannon in 1906 when he 
was engaged, in working for a bill "in 
the Interest of literature," as he ox- 
jressed It. In his communication

Don't wait for the others- 
hero Is not time. Furnish them to

press alone for 71 years and am enti-

WOLTER IS GUILTY 


Youth Convicted of Murder in 


the First Degree 


XEW YORK, April 23.—Albert Wol- 


ter, the youth of 19 years, who 
was 


"crazy" about women, must die in the 
electric chair for the murder of Ruth 
Wheeler, a-pretty 15-year-old stenog- 
rapher. 
After only one hour and fifty 


minutes of deliberation, a jury in the 
court of special sessions found him 
guilty of murder in the first degree at 
10.30 
o'clock last night, bringing to a 


close a trial marked by swiftness and 
testimony of horror. 
The boy's counsel said 
with elo- 


quence, yesterday afternoon that Wol 
ter was too tender-hearted to harm a 
cat, 
but 12 men decided last night that 


he choked Ruth Wheeler and thrust 
her while alive in his fireplace.., where 
she burned to death. Wolter 
evinced 


no emotion when the verdict was an- 
nounced. With almost inhuman com- 
placency he ' was asleep-in his cell— 
and sleeping soundly—while the 
jurj 


deliberated on his fate. This was mad< 
known by a court attendant who said 
that he had to rouse the prisoner to 
bring him Into court. . He will he sen 
tcnccd on Wednesday. 


Immediately after the announcement 


of the verdict, Wallace Scott, counsel 
for Wolter, made a formal motion that 
the verdict be set aside, but 
Judge 


Warren overruled him and Scott hur- 
riedly left court after having1 obtained 
a stay of sentence until Wednesday. ' 


The jurymen 
themselves 
showed 


emotion, while the boy who must die. 
shoived none. As the jurors filed 
the prisoner wns led Into the. room 
and took his scat facing the judge. His 
face was the color of putty but 
his 


complexion is naturally unwholesome, 
and its ashiness Avas accentuated

the brilliant lights of the court room. 


When asked if they had found a ver- 


dict, William V. Kulp, foreman of the 
ury. answered in a shaking voice, "We 
luvo."

He denied 
ever knowing Ruth Wheeler but tes- 
timony; showed that she was hired "to 
his rooms expecting to obtain work as 
a stenographer. There Wolter attempt- 
ed to assault her and in the struggle, 
strangled her with a rope. 


Wolter's cool facing 'of the gruesome 


exhibits and his lack of emotion during 
Ihe lieart-ronding testimony as to "Ruth 
Wheeler's death, his lawyer ;strove to 
emphasize as a point in his client's 
favor. This indifference, 
the 
lawyer 


said, was indicative of the boy's inno- 
cence. 
If guilty iie would not have 


been able to undergo the ordeal with 
such composure. 


"Cirt'iimstantial 
evidence 
is very 


dangerous evidence upon 
which 
to 


convict," he went on. "Instances have 
occurred where men have been mis- 
takenly convicted. This boy has nnt 
nerve enough to kill a cat, let alone a 
human being." .

Gille, Wolter's erstwhile girl neighbor,

room adjoining the 


apartment in which the murder was 
committed, and who was one of

two witnesses for ihe 
defense.

illo girl testified that she had heard 


no noise in AVoIter's apartments. "The 
Wheeler 
girl 
weighed 
about 
120 


pounds," • paid Mr. Scott. 
"It Is im- 


lossible 
that 
Wolter. could 
have 


choked her and strangled her and sup- 
>ressed any outcry. 
No giri would 


lave submitted to what they say Ruth 
Wheeler 
was 
subjected 
to without 


screaming. 
Moreover, it was impossi- 


ble to burn a girl in that fireplace, and 
there is no evidence til anything used 
to burn the body with. There was no 
oil." 


The assistant district attorney's ar- 


raignment of the prisoner during his 
summing up was scathing. "He is not 
•A great criminal," said Mr. Moss. "He 
Is a dangerous criminal—a perverted 
character and a scourge to the coniT 
munlty. 
"Them is no 
unexplained circum- 


stance here," hu continued. "There is 
not a single trial for murder in which 
you must not rely to some extent on 
circumstantial evidence. But I cannot 
think of a single case • in the statfi of 
New York where a conviction on cir- 
cumstantial evidence has proven to be 
a mistake. 
"There was never a ease in which 


every circumstance wns so straight- 
pointed. That child was 
not 
dead 


when she was put into the flames. He 
put her in the lire with her clothing 
off, 
we may infer, nnd poured oil on 


her clothing. In the hand was hair 
which was not hers. She fought her 
assailant. She angered him'and he put 
her to death. He left no victim to tell 
what he ha.d done in carrying out his 
original intent. His killing her was an 
intentional act to hide his first crime."

THE 
MILK 
TRUST. 


The crisis in. the milk business in Boston is becoming acute. The 


milk producers are up in aims against the proposition of the milk trust to 
lower their price by the first or May. 
The farmers promise to withhold the 


milk on May 1, as a. protest against the change. That will probably prove 
as expensive to tho farmers as io the trust as milk, if kept but a short time 
as the farmers keep it, will spoil. 


Here in Lowell Hie price is likely to go up from another cause, to wit, 


that of (he extra expense entailed by selling it in sealed bottles under the 
new regulations provided by the board of heiihh. 


There is a danger far greater than the increase on the price of milk 


and it is, that many of the poorest families of the city may be forced to use 
condensed milk bccauso the milk is sold only in sealed bottles larger than 
they need on account of having no ice. Thus the strict regulations might 
prove detrimental rather than'otherwise. 


THE PUBLIC HALL MATTER. 


The movement for a public hall is apparently at a standstill and is 


likely so (o remain indefinitely unless some action is taken by 
the 
city 


council to set tho machinery in motion. Wo have also been talking 'public 
baths, and the board of trade went on record in favor of having a system 
of public baths in (lie hall building which everybody supposed would 


be built. 


The hall commission recommended a site which tho city council did not 


see fit to accept. A committee was appointed by the city council to confer 
with the public hall commission, but so far as we know no such conference 
has been hold. 


Why not arrange such a conference and see what can be done? 
If it 


appears that nothing practical can be accomplished through tho commission 
then rescind the ordinance creating the commission and have the work done 
by the building department under direction of the city council. 


It is a disgrace to the city to be haggling for four or five years over 


the building of a public hull that could be easily completed in a single year 
by a few men or by one man of business capacity with the cooperation of 
the city council. 


The citizens of Lowell are getting sick of (his prolonged talk about a 


public hall, public baths and other public 
conveniences 
that 
do 
not 


materialize. 
Something more than talk is required to accomplish these 


things. Let practical steps be taken to secure the end in view or else clean 
the slate and let it bo understood that for the present we are not to have 
a public hall or public bnlhH. 
Tho people are tired of delay. They want 


results. 


Mayor Median has done all in his power to get things moving on the 


public hall matter but with littlo success.

No now man can 
become an export in tiic businoss iu less than two or throe yonrs, while some 
would require a life-time. 


It is evident, therefore, that iu overy railway force 
(hero 
are 
men 


of comparative inexperience. 
Bovnc men arc so constituted that with ever 


KO much experience they will make expensive blunders. These two classes 
of men arc responsible for most of tho accidents for which the company 
lias (o answer in court and sometimes to pay heavy damages. The money 
spent for instructing the men on how to avoid accidents is wisely spoilt 
and will save the company many heavy verdicts. There is not a passenger 
accustomed to riding on street cars who does not notice from time to time 
many errors by car crews that might, result iu accident often when they 
don't. Ktcrnal vigilance is almost as necessary in running a street car as in 
running a newspaper. It will do good to keep the subject of accidents con- 
tinually before the iiihnls of the conductors and inotormcn. BO that they 
may never forget (heir responsibility and exercise jrood judgment in every 
emergency. The simple matter of giving the bell n yank without, seeing- that 
nobody is getting on or oft" may prove very expensive. The conductor must 
remember Hint it will not do for him to take chances. Ho nu.st in all cases 
be positively sure, and when in doubt ho must take slops to remove al 
doubt, if lie wants to avoid accidents.

Youth Cpictod of Murder in 


the First Degree 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Albert Wol- 


ter, 
the youth of 19 years, who 
was 


"crazy" about women, must die in the 
electric chair for the murder of Rutli 
Wheeler, a pretty 15-year-old stenog- 
rapher. 
After only one hour and fifty 


minutes of deliberation, a jury in the 
court. of special sessions found him 
guilty of murder in the first degree at 
10.30 o'clock last night, bringing; to a 
close a trial marked by swiftness and 
testimony of horror. 


Tho boy's counsel said with elo- 


quence yesterday afternoon that Wol- 
ter was too tender-hearted to harm a 
cat, hut 12 men decided last night that 
he choked Ruth Wheeler and 
thrust 


her while alive in his Hreplace, where 
she burned to death. Wnlter evinced 
no emotion when the 'verdict "was an- 
nounced. With almost inhuman com- 
placency lie was asleep in his cell— 
and sleeping soundly—while the . jury 
deliberated on his fate. This was made 
known by a court attendant who said 
that he had to rouse the prisoner to 
bring him into court. He will bo sen- 
tenced . on Wednesday. 
' Immediately after tho announcement 
of the verdict, Wallace Scott, counsel 
for Wolter, made a formal motion that 
the verdict be set aside, but 
Judge 


Warren overruled him and Scott hur- 
riedly left court after having obtained 


stay of sentence until Wednesday.

emotion, while the boy who must die, 
showed none. As the jurors filed 
in, 


the prisoner was led into th-i room 
and took his scat facing the judge. His
